Powers not Warranted. 


In the Fiorence case, the su- 
preme court held that wherever 
commissioners of a dispensary 
were given power to open or close 
di+pensaries in their discretion, it

State, ex rel Fioreuce dispensary, 
184 Ala, page 892 [un the second 
jhead note of this decision, the 
supreme court, in an Opinion by 
the late chief justice, holds that 
‘the act approved December 10, 
/1900, entitled ‘‘An Act to estab- 
jlish and maintaib, regulate and 
imake efficient a dispensary in 
| Florence, aud a kranch thereof 
in East Florence, Lauderdale 
county,’’? is unconstitutiona’ an 
void in that it seeks to confer 
upon the commissioners therein 
named and their successors of tre 
corporation itself, the power to 
manage, carry on, and if they see 
fit, suspend or discontinue the 
dispensary, etc , such power being 
powers reserved excusively to the 
legislature 


The present legal! agitation ras 
been brought about by the recent 
spat between liquor interests re- 
garding the issuance of a whole- 
sale liquor license in Troy. It 
has bees reported that the attor- 
ney general advised the governor 
that, under the Smith bill, excise 
commissioners have unlimited 
power to grant or reject any and 
all applications for liquor 
license, 


Prohibitionists Happy. 


Anti-people are gloating over 
this alleged raling of the attcrney 
general, because upon the strength 
of this point they rely largely in 
Winoing their fight, seeking to 
invalidate the Smith Jiqaor 
bill. 

The attack on the Smith bill 
was made in the case of the state 
ex rel W. B. Crumpton ys. the 
excise commission ot Montgom- 
ery. The proceedings were en- 
ter:d 1n the circuit court of Mont- 
gomery to oust the Montgomery 
excise boad on the ground that 
the Smith bill, under which the 
commission was created, is un- 
constitutional. One of the al- 
legations of the attacking forces 
is that the execise boarda are 
given legislative power, contrary 
to the constitution of Alabama, 

The case has already been heard 
in the lower court and is now on 
its wayto the supreme tribunal 
whore it will received/a final test.

BY DOUBLE SUICIDE 


Ex-Wife of Millionaire Suydam 
a Victitn, 


QOUPLE ASPHYXIATED BY GAS 


Sensational Elopement of Millionaire’s 
Former Wife and a New York Plum- 
ber Ends in a Tragedy in Apartment 
Hause. 

Oonble suicide at New York ended 
the sensational romance of the former 
wife of Walter L. Suydam and lreder- 
ick Noble the young plumber, for the 
kove of whom Mrs. Suydam ran away 
from her millionaire husband and mar- 
tied. The bodies of Noble and his 
bride of a month were found in their 
Wew York apartments. The couple had 
been asphyxiated by gas. 

The suicide pact, the discovery of its 
results by Mrs. John J. White, of 
Washington, D. C., the mother of Mrs, 
Noble, and other features of the case 
were sensational. 

Mrs. White, who has an. apartment 
an Lexington avenue, had her daugh- 
ter as a yisitor and supposed the 
daughter would remain overnight. 
When, however, Mrs. White awoke the 
mest morning she found that her 
daughter had fled from the house, and 
burried immediately to the latter's 
apartment, on West Twelfth stteet, in 

. her automobile. She became alarmed 

‘when there was no answer to her re- 

peated knocks, and summoned two po- 

lxxemen who forced an entrance, 

he entrance door had been barri- 
emuied with chairs and tables, and the 
ours of all the rooms of the large 
apartment, also, were locke dand bar- 
gSteaded. When the party forced its 
way to the dining room, the odor of 
#es was first detected, and the mother 
became hysterical, Breaking through 
the next door, which led into the 
“aitchen, the party found Noble and his 
wife lying dead on the floor, their 
heads almost inside the oven of the 
gas range. They were partly undress- 
ed, and clasped in each other’s arms, 
A great volume of gas was escaping 
feom five burners of the range, and 
the oven jets, also, were turned on. 
The woman was clad in a silk kimono, 
and she lay with Noble's left arm en- 
eircling her body, their faces being 
elose together, Every window in the 
apartment was closed and bolted,

Old Diary Possible Clew to Source of 
Georgia’s Gold Supply. 

The finding of an old diary—one in 
which is recorded deals made with 
the Indians years and years ago—has 
led Zed W. Summerour, well known 
north Georgia miner, to what he and 
his family believe to be fortune. 

It has led to the discovery of the 
long sought source in Gilmer county, 
Ga., from which the rains and storms 
of generations have washed hundreds 
of thousands of dollars in gold.
